Several. letters from Bruffels, and other parts of 
the ‘continent, which arrived by yefterday’s mail, 
tonfirm.the'account of aa accommodation having ta- 
Ken place between Ruffia and the Porte, through 
the friendly mediation of the Court of Verfailles. 

The Ameficans have lately been loudly complain- 
ed of for carrying on-a contraband trade with the 
Dotch planters-at Surinam ; the Directors of which 
colony has applied to the States-General for fome 
‘guarda-coftas to protect their commerce, and exa- 
mine the cargoes of fuch American fhips as ¢arry on 
fuch illicit traffic. The States have complied with 
ferve their prohibitory laws in their full vigour. 

The merchant adventurers in the United States 
have jut equipped four fhips for the Oriental part 
of the globe, viz. one from Bolton to the coalt of 
Malabar ; one from Baltimore to the coait of Coro~ 
mandel; and two from New-York for Canton in 
China. 

The Fermiers Genereaux, \aft year, at the in- 
france of the French miniftry, entered into a treaty 
with the State of Virginia and Maryland, to take 
ff their hands as much tobacco as they chofe to fup- 

ly at the following prices: for the tobaccoes of 
James and York rivers, 40 livres per hundteds ; 

r the Rappahanoe 35 livres, and for the Patomack 
rand Maryland 30 livres. ‘This circumftance, with 
the failare of the laft crop in Virginia, will no doubt 
raife this article very Confiderably at the London 
market. - is 

The late crop of tobacco in Virginia, produced 
2000 hogtheads lefs than laft year. This we af- 
Tert to be a precife eftimate of the deficiency. 

The French are about to ftrengthen their con- 
nexions with America, by taking their tobacco off 
their hands, and importing them into France. The 
lofs ‘to this country, which formerly ferved France 
aud-other parts of the continent, mult be very great 
in poi revenue. The confumption of tobacco 
in France (in fouffs principally) is fo much greater 
tham-in England, that the Americans will be very 
provd to treat with their ally for this article. The 
quantity confumed in France is eftimated at 40,000 
bogtheads, while the confumption of this country 
does not far exceed 10,000 hogfheads. The 
¥rench will alfo be able to buy it cheaper, as their 

expences of importation are Jefs. How far the

The conteft between the States General and the 
Emperor feems daily to wear a more ferious afpect. 
The council of State have written from Hazeras to 
their High Mightineffes, ** that the navigation of 
the canal called the Zwin is greatly impeded by the 
Imperial fhallops, and that the frontiers of the Re- 
public, being deftitute of troops and ammunition, are 
in no condition to refift ‘the hoftile proceedings of 
the Auftrian Governors.” 

The prefent commotions in Holland being the to- 
pics of general converfation, and of the utmoft im- 
portance to this country, rhe following fhort review 
of the rife and progrefs of their caufes may not be 
impertinent at the prefent crifis : 

The States-General quarrelled with the Prince 
of Orange from a fafpicion that he didnot weild, 
either with prompitude or vigour, the force of State 
on eccafion of the fate war with England. This 
revived; in afl its malignant fury, the old animofi- 
ties between thé Louveltein faction, and the friends 
and adherents of the Stadtholder. Under accumu- 
Jared misfortunes and di(trefs, the States, like a pri- 
vate family in fimilar circumftances, became peevifh 
towards each other, and votes were paffed, fubver- 


five of thofe rights which were velted in the repre- 


fentatives of the family of Orange, by the conven- 
tion guaranteed by Pruffia and England, and other 
powers, in 1747- 

The command of the forces belonging to Hol- 
Jand was committed to a General, a fubjeé and na- 
tive of France, the fomenter of jealoufies and op- 
polition againft the Prince of Orange; and the 
Duke of Brunfwick, the relation of the Prince, 
and of the Royal Families who have fo concerned 
themfelves in the prefervation:of his. conftirurional 
authority, was difmiffed. The troops under the 
command of the Compte de Maillebois have beea 
encreafed, and magazines conftruéted for expediting 
the operations of war. 


The ho retains the command of 


the forees of certtin other States, has vetived with 
a {trong military force to the province of Guelders, 
which is zealoufly*attached to his caufe, and which 
fecures a commanication with the Pruflian domi- 
nions, on which it borders, in Weitphalia, aad 
from whence he expeéts aid in cafe of extremity. 

A third party, who may be termed the Volun- 
teers of the United Provinces, have trained them- 
felves up in military exercifes, and, fapported by 
contributions from the people, provided arms an¢ 
military ftores. Difappointment and mortificatior 
have bred anger in the Provinces, and revived the 
bitternefs of faction: a martial fpiric has gone forti 
among the common people. ‘The mattets in difpurg: 
have been agitated in numberlefs productions of thé 
prefs. which, as ufual, have contributed to widen: 
the breach that forms their fubject 

From this papex-war the parties comermed feem 
ready to appeal, as it ordinarily hamens, to thé 
{word ; for all the affertions, which. thr withes and 
hopes and artifices of fome of our countrymen, 
from time to time propagate, in public prints and 
otherwife,concerning an amicable fettlement of differ-

A’ a period when every chara¢ter of the fmall- 

eft notoriety is brought fo confpicuoufly for- 
ward, it is rather fingular that Digges, who lately 
died at Corke, fhould pafs almoft unnoticed. There 
was a time when he. was the favourite of the fair, 
and Jooked on as the glafs of fathion ; and when he 
himfelf could fearcely have imagined that his exit 
from the feene would be accompanied by fo little 
mention of what he had been in his better days. 

The firft appearance of Mr Digges, on the Irith 
Theatre, was marked, as Vidtor relates in his hilto- 
ry of the ftage, with the higheft approbation. His 
manners had a polifh which would have graced the 
head of the noble family (the Delawars) to which 
he belonged. His figure was good, and his fea- 
tures‘manly and expreffive. His only abatement 
was an unfortunate defect in his voice, which to the 
laft continued rough and unharmonious. Thofe, 
however, who remember his acting in the meridian 
of life, will acknowledge, that this deficiency was 
forgotten in the general excellence of his perform- 
ance, 

When playing in Dublin with Moffop, in Smock«
